Calm Reported in Brazzaville 7 Nov

Calm prevailed today in Brazzaville’s northern and 
southern districts, the opposition strongholds where 
dozens of soldiers were deployed yesterday evening. 


Two South African-made light tanks were reportedly 
seen this morning moving toward the Djiri River, 25 km 
north of the capital. Yesterday evening some isolated 
gunshots were heard in Moungali District in central 
Brazzaville though there were no casualties, according 
to eye-witness reports to AFP which gave no further 
details. 


Around midday, no details were still available on the 
reasons for the deployment of soldiers at the crossroads 
of Poto-Poto and Moungali districts of central Brazzav- 
ille as well as in Ouenze and Talangai districts of the 
north. The Congolese authorities and official media have 
observed total silence over the issue. 


The current deployment of the Army comes in the wake 
of Congolese President Pascal Lissouba current working 
visit to Paris, which began on 5 November, to solicit 
France’s support in the current negotiations between his 
government and the IMF. He will later visit Germany at 
the invitation of the German business and industrialists 
community. 


The deployment of troops also follows the dismissal 
on 10 November of 77 military and police officers for 
deserting the Armed Forces and the police. 


Most of the dismissed officers are close to the Congolese 
Labor Party [PCT], the former sole party led by the 
former President Denis Sassou Nguesso. 


The dismissed officers include the former chief of 
general staff, General Jean-Marie Michel Mokoko now 
resident in France; Colonel Pierre Oba, and former 
Public Works Minister, Colonel | iorent Tsiba. 


On 10 November, President Lissouba described Gen. 
Mokoko as a "traitor" for criticizing his regime. 


The Lissouba regime has often accused Col. Oba and 
Col. Tsiba of arming and training opposition militia 
groups during the inter- tribal clashes which had led 
Officially to 2000 deaths in Brazzaville’s southern 
districts between July 1993 and January 1994. 


One Army officer told AFP that the "Cobras"— name 
given to the PCT-controlled opposition militia groups 
— have reportedly organized "riots" in Gamboma, an 
opposition stronghold 300 km away in Central Congo. 
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According to the officer requested not to be named, “it 
seems that PCT’s Cobra militiamen had incited riots in 
the Gamboma commune" 75 km away from Oyo, the 
native town of General Sassou Nguesso who is currently 
in France. The officer did not, however, say whether the 
said "riots" were connected with the officers’ dismissal.

For their part, the survivors called for the sacking 
of administrative officials unable to carry out their duties 
and their replacement with competent officials. 


The situation in Campazi led to many people fleeing the 
area. In addition, many houses have been burned down 
since Wednesday. On Monday morning many people 
fled [word indistinct] Kayanza. Some took refuge at 
the hospital, others at Kayanza College and others with 
neighbors or in the swamps. Most of them were children 
carrying belongings and livestock. 


Despite the insecurity prevailing in the commune and 
in some of the hills of Kayanza commune, some people 
have decided to return to their respective hills.

Army Kills 141 Former Soldiers on Island

[FBIS Translated Text] Fierce fighting took place on 
Saturday [4 November] at dawn on a Rwandan island 
called Iwawa, 18 km from the mainland, off the northern 
tip of the Zairian Ijwi Island in Lake Kivu, between 
government forces and former government forces who 
had fled to Zaire after massacring Rwandans. After a 
three-day battle, the Rwandan forces fully captured the 
island this morning. The fighting led to the death of 141 
former soldiers, 87 bodies having been seen on land, 
while 54 were seen in the water. Fifteen of the former 
army soldiers were captured. On the Rwandan Army 
side, five were killed and 13 wounded. Large quantities 
of military materiel was also captured, including five 
anti-aircraft guns, five machine-guns, bombs which can 
destroy bridges, 52 small arms and many mines. 


The prisoners told our colleague, Samuel Mun- 
yakayanza, the ORINFOR correspondent in Gisenyi, 
that they had spent two months on the island, training 
for an invasion of the mainland by way of water. They 
said 500 people had lived on the island. They had 
come from the Goma refugee camps of Lac Vert and 
Mugunga and had been sent by Major (Nkirikira). 


One of those who led the fighting on the side of the 
Rwandan troops, Captain Karemera, said that when they 
attacked the island, they surprised those on it in such 
a way that they had nowhere to flee. Once surrounded, 
they started killing themselves by throwing themselves 
into the water, while others shot themselves. 


The number of former government troops killed remains 
provisional while booby traps are being removed so as 
to have access to the bodies. 


The island had once been inhabited, but all those people 
had fled during the war. According to the commander 
of the Gisenyi and Ruhengeri regions, Colonel Charles 
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Ngoga, said that since the end of the war there had been 
no one there. Rwandan troops regularly visited the place 
but found nobody. 


Recently, they went there and found inzirabwoba [those 
who do not fear or former government's troops]. Two 
months after the presence of the soldiers on the island 
had been detected, the Rwandan Government made the 
decision to attack it. 


Iwawa Island is near the Zairian Island of Ijwi. The 
distance between the two islands is 5 km. It is from 
Ijwi Island that the former soldiers transited from the 
Lac Vert and Mugunga camps and where they got food 
from.

Ten Die in Heavy Fighting in Southwest Town

At least 10 people have been killed and more than 
15 wounded in heavy fighting between militiamen of 
General Mohamed Farah Aidid and fighters of the 
rival Rahnwein Resistance Army (RRA) in Baidoa in 
southwest Somalia, reports said Tuesday [7 November]. 


The fighting late Monday started when the RRA fight- 
ers launched an attack on Baidoa airport and temporar- 
ily wrested it from militiamen of Aidid’s United Somali 
Congress/Somali National Alliance (USC/SNA) faction. 
Anti-aircraft missiles and other heavy and small arms 
were used in the fighting, which lasted more than two 
hours, before Aidid’s militiamen, helped by reinforce- 
ments from his so-called "presidential guards," recap- 
tured the airport from the RRA fighters. Sources in 
Baidoa said that although the attacks had been repulsed, 
the assailants were still hovering some 18 kilometres (10 
miles) from Baidoa, possibly hoping to launch a new at- 
tack. 


Aidid officials in Mogadishu admitted that one of their 
militiamen died and seven were wounded in the fighting, 
a claim that vould not be confirmed by independent 
sources. 


But the northern Mogadishu radio supporting self- 
styled Somali interim president ‘Ali Mahdi Mohamed, 
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Aidid’s arch-rival, claimed that the RRA had destroyed 
considerable military hardware belonging to Aidid, but 
did not mention casualties. 


The fighting was the second heaviest since Aidid led 
his 600 heavily armed militiamen two months ago in 
the capture of Baidoa, a town once known as "the city 
of death.” 


Intermittent clashes have continued in Baidoa since 
then, with local militiamen vowing that they will 
continue attacks on Aidid’s forces until they regain 
control of the entire region. 


But clan observers say that the capture of Baidoa by the 
RRA would take some time, given that its fighters are 
poorly armed compared with Aidid’s. 


Last week, Aidid’s militiamen destroyed a group of 
armed militiamen believed to be from the RRA as they 
tried to cut off the road linking Mogadishu and Baidoa 
in Wanlawein District, 90 kilometers (55 miles) west of 
the Somali capital.

{((Lund)] Well, we've taken a series of what we regard 
as measured steps over a period of time, not only in 
regard to France, but also in regard to China, which 
also undertook the tests some time ago.

Naturally, those that are closest to the issue, such as 
in the South Pacific, would take the strongest response 
and have done so. We've seen it in terms of Australia, 
New Zealand, and the Pacific islands. Other countries, 
if you look at Europe, have taken, in our view, too 
weak a response. The European Community, the United 
Kingdom, and others have not taken responses half as 
strong as we have taken. 


Now the tests are not in our immediate area or sphere 
of influence or geographically near, so our approach 
has been on the issue of principle. And as you know, 
we, over a period of time, tried to play a role in the 
field of nuclear nonproliferation and part of our response 
here in condemning the tests is to maintain that profile 
— to continue with that stance. And in each case that 
France has exploded a device, we have taken a series 
of diplomatic steps. It’s not only a case of calling in the 
government here. We've transferred or conveyed our 
viewpoints in Paris. We have made known our steps 
to many other countries through a series of diplomatic 
notes. These have been conveyed to other countries to 
in fact urge them also to take a stance and position 
themselves against these tests. 


Now in Africa, the general response has been rather 
muted, and I believe South Africa is in the forefront of 
a response in the African continent to what France has 
done. We've also advanced our views in international 
fora where we are engaged, in organizations such as 
the Conference on Disarmament in Geneva, the United 
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Nations in New Yory. We've made our views known 
there not only to the Fiench, but to others. 


[Reddy] How could yu explain to us the argument that 
South Africa is very s ow in making its feelings known? 
How would you respond to that? 


[(Lund)} Well, no. Not at all. In fact, naturally, the first 
thing one does is to establish from the government con- 
cerned, as opposed to relying on the news reports which 
bring the first news in, is to establish formally, from the 
government, has it undertaken this test and to await that 
information and confirmation. This was obtained in each 
case from the Chinese, from the French. They provided 
the information, and on provision of that information, 
then one must in a formally, correct diplomatic position, 
respond. We did so in each case, and really I believe, 
locking back at a series of tests, that in each case we 
did so within a week or so as soon as we had the formal 
confirmation from those governments. In the most re- 
cent case, our response was last Thursday and that was 
a few days after there had been confirmation. Of inter- 
est is the fact, and of some concern in fact to us, is that 
there’s been progressively less media coverage of the 
tests as they have taken place.

The Novernber 10-13 Commonwealth Heads of Gov- 
ernment Meeting [CHOGM] in Auckland marks South 
Africa’s return to the body's highest forum 35 years 
after then Prime Minister Hendrik Verwoerd withdrew 
over opposition to apartheid. 


The end of apartheid removed the Commonwealth's 
main rallying point, leaving it now to consider its path 
and role into the 21st century 


With Britain, Australia, New Zealand and Canada, 
South Africa is a founding member of the Common- 
wealth, an informal association of English-speaking 
former British colonies representing a quarter of the 
world’s population and virtually all races and religions. 


South Africa is also among the largest and richest 
members and is expected to play a key role, particularly 
in Africa. 
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Nigeria and two other African miliary regimes, Sierra 
Leone and Gambia, look set to occupy much of the lead- 
ers’ attention, with Commonwealth members divided on 
how best to press for democracy and recognition of hu- 
man rights in these states. 


South Africa favours a "quiet diplomacy” approach, 
according to Foreign Minister Alfred Nzo, while some 
other Commonwealth countries want firmer action, 
including sanctions. 


The gentle approach aims to avoid risks of too much 
pressure on Nigeria, pushing it towards further brutality 
and instability which could affect the region, South 
African Foreign Affairs sources said. 


The CHOGM meeting sees a merging of two streams 
of South African foreign policy — former government 
policy and that represented by exiles pressing for sanc- 
tions and isolation of the apartheid state, said Foreign 
Affairs Deputy Director General for Multilateral Rela- 
tions Abdul Minty. 


Minty, who has lobbied at all but two Commonwealth 
leaders’ meetings since 1961, said the “living miracle” 
of South Africa’s new democracy gave it a lot of 
influence which should be used carefully. 


Another high priority at CHOGM will be nuclear test- 
ing, with British Prime Minister John Major expected 
to face flak over his support for recent French nuclear 
test explosions in the South Pacific, home to 10 of the 
Commonwealth’s 52 members, including Australia and 
New Zealand. 


South Africa would be part of a group advocating an 
end to all nuclear tests and weapons internationally, and 
furthering moves to an African nuclear-free zone, Minty 
said. 


The prime ministers, kings, sultans and presidents gath- 
ering in Auckland are also due to continue discussions 
on the 1992 Harare Commonwealth Declaration, which 
advances the body’s key political principles of democ- 
racy, diversity, human rights, economic development, 
equality and honest government. 


Cameroon, which was formally admitted to the Com- 
monwealth on November | as the 18th African member, 
attends its first CHOGM this week, with heads of state 
also to consider an application for membership from 
Mozambique. 


Foreign ministers and officials start meeting in Auck- 
land on Wednesday, with Nzo among those attending a 
meeting of the Commonwealth small states on Thurs- 
day. 


Mandela attends the CHOGM opening ceremony on Fri- 
day morning, a lunch reception hosted by Common-

wealth Secretary-General Emeka Anyaoku and later a 
banquet with Britain's Queen Elizabeth II who is the 
head of the Commonwealth. 


On Saturday, the heads of state go to a picturesque 
mountain retreat at Millbrook on New Zealand’s south 
islands for two days of informal discussions.

We are try- 
ing to find out why we did better in some areas [words 
indistinct] Mozambique National Resistance [Renamo] 
had threatened to return to war if it loses. In addition, 
Frelimo was prevented from working in certain areas. 
By this I mean that Renamo stood in our way and made 
threats and resorted to intimidation.

Manhaua went further in his analysis, adding that other 
causes for Frelimo’s defeat were "the economic hardship 
faced by families, the destruction of our social fabric 
by the war of destabilization. Frelimo had to bear those 
costs because it was the ruling party. There were other 
problems, too: We could have been better organized and 
these were the country’s first multiparty elections." 


Independent observers in Zambezia Province say the 
numbers on the electoral map reflect a far more complex 
reality, saying Renamo’s performance was far better 
than expected. 


Some Frelimo intellectuals believe one should not 
analyze numbers alone; rather, the implications of those 
numbers also should be considered. 


Manhaua also admitted that his party was unable to de-
